clover and timothy so thick that the 
grass will come up as thick as the 
hair on a dog and In some places we 
wilt yet find that tbe young plants 
will die out and their places be filled 
with noxious weeds. 

These Interspaces may be filled eve? 
BO often with fresh seed and tbe re¬ 
sult will he similar which is conclu¬ 
sive evidence' that every soli has a 
capacity for supporting a certain num¬ 
ber of one kind of plants and it will 
produce no more than that number of 
that rariety no matter bow well it is 
tilled or how many are germinated on 
that particular soil. 

When we fill these Interspaces be¬ 
tween the plants with another specie 
of grass a certain lot of its plants 
will grow and tbe rest will die soon 
after they have germinated. 

The ones that grow will not inter¬ 
fere with tbe other varieties and tbe 
yield will be increased. 

Practical experience has shown ui 
that any soil will be more certain to 
yield larger and better crops of for¬ 
age and bay when it ia seeded with 
mixed grasses than when sown to 
clover and timothy alone. 

Our flocks and herds will thrive 
better when fed on mixed grasses, 
(no matter whether In a green con¬ 
dition or cured for bay) than they 
win wheo fed on any one or two va¬ 
rieties sowed alone, no matter how 
nutritious these grasses may be. 

We will find it In every way as im¬ 
portant to balance our forage rations 
as it is the grain rations if we obtain 
the best results from a minimum 
amount of feed. 


Russia has not figured extensively 
as a cotton-producing country. But II 
seems to have ambitions In that direc¬ 
tion. Reports from Tlflla are to the ef¬ 
fect that tbe area sown to cotton this 
year Is double that of 1909. In one dis¬ 
trict 400 acres are devoted to the 
atape.

name the tree was called In old Breton language. 
Railway sleepers have been made from the oak, but 
the expense grows higher year by year. No wonder, 
therefore, that the earth la scoured for trees to fur> 
nlsh either the one or the other or both of the sub¬ 
stances. and DO wonder also that manufacturers and 
builders balled with delight the announcement a few 
years ago of the availability for both purposea of the 
South American tree called ‘‘Quebracho.” 

Quebracho la a oontractloo of the colloquial Span¬ 
ish and Portuguese term qulebrs-hacha, originally 
applied to many.trees In Latin America. It means 
**nx breaker,” and the character Is Implied In this 
meaning The wood Is hard, fine grained, and tough 
and bad been used by the natives for ages in their 
primitive construction work. Of recent years, how* 
ever, quebracho Is restricted In the arts ana muua- 
trles to a particular tree found only In South Amer¬ 
ica, and even here only within broad Umts of the 
drainage basin of the River Parana. In Cuba there 
ta a “quebracho,’* so-called locally, which Is a mem¬ 
ber of the Copaiba family. In Chile a uuebracbo Is 
rather of the Cassia family, and probably In other 
parts of Latin America the name Is Indiscriminately 
given to any hard wood that has tested the metsJ of 
the native's ax. No such Indefinite use of the word, 
however, can be permiaed today, because the tree of

Paraguay, and the Argentine Republic. There are 
two Important varieties and a third has been dis¬ 
tinguished, although it has no great significance 
botanleally or value commercially. Locally and In 
the trade the names given are Quebracho Colorado 
redi. and Quebracho bianco (white). Quebracho 
Colorado has the sdentiflc designation of Lox- 
opteryglum lorentsll, and belongs to the order of 
Anmcardtaclae. This la the particular tree from 
which both the aJeepera and the better quality of 
tanning extract are derived. The other, Quebra¬ 
cho bianco, Is neither so straight nor so service¬ 
able as the red variety, but Is nevertheless of 
definite commercial value, as It furnishes some 
tanning extract and the logs can be used for 
fence posts and axles. From It Is taken also a 
drug extensively used for bronchia) diseases; in 
fact, as a plant It was studied for this purpose 
tong before Its other advantages were exploited. 
The scientific name Is Aspldosperma quebracho. 

Railways most have sleepers on which to lay 
their rails. In some Instances wooden ones are 
Imporied at great expeuae, or substitutes there¬ 
for are used If climatic conditions are favorable. 

As a rule, however, It is preferred to take sup* 
piles from nadve timber whenever procurable. 
This was the case In the Argentine Republic when 
railway building away from the coast had begun, 
and no more fitting wood could be discovered than 
that recommended by the natives, both by the 
name and by the experience of those who bad 
used It. The quebracho wood proved by far the 
most senriceable for sleepers on South American 
railways, and Its reputation grew so steadily that 
today many miles of Eluropean rails are supported 
by sleepers brought from the River Plate. 

In one respect quebracho resembles rather ma¬ 
hogany than oak or pine. The trees do not grow 
In clumps or groves, but are dispersed through the 
forests and the less dense woods, singly or In 
groups seldom more than four or five to the acre. 
The tree Itself Is tall, about two or three feet in 
diameter, and is crowned by a rather thin, oval, 
or V-sbaped. mass of branches and leaves. The 
white quebracho Is somewhat smaller than the 
red, and begins to branch lower to the ground, so 
that It Is not hard to distinguish them from each 
other. The leaves are oval, or lance shaped, 
smooth, somewhat shining and leathery; they do 
not fall completely in the winter, but cling to the 
branches in company with the fruit. The tree 
seems to thrive best on a sandy soil, where the at¬ 
mospheric moisture is not very grreat. but where 
abundant water Is provided for the roots, either 
by dews or suSlclehi rain. It Is neither a moun¬ 
tain nor a river growth, but lives best- In the sub¬ 
tropical stretches between water courses. Al¬ 
though the age of the tree baa been given as 
measured by hundreds of years, It Is welt enough 
established that at ten years from planting the 
first small shrubs are big enough to use for posts. 
The .future promises, therefore, an opportunity 
tor the actual cultivation of quebracho, because, 
although savage inroads have been made Into the 
supposedly IneshausUble forests of the Chaco, It 
is not too late to restrict the cutting of the tree, 
or even to adopt modem forestry methods of 
planting and conservation for the supply of com- 
iBg generatlona In fact, the Argentine Republic 
has already passed suitable laws In this dlrecUoo 
and It is more than probable that under the wise 
administration of that govemment there will b«

SCHOOLS ON UNIFORM BASIS. 

Same Course of Study in Every School 
In State. 


I ^ Frankfort. Ky.—Rural achoola of 
I Kentucky are to be placed on a uni¬ 
form basis and the course of study 
I will be the same in every school in 
I the state. This was determined upon 
at a meetings of tbe sute boaH of 
education. It waa also determined 
to have a uniform certificate or di¬ 
ploma for the high schools of the state 
and all diplomas in the future will be 
Issued by the state superintendent 
of public instruction instead of by the 
county authorities. 

The high schools have been stand¬ 
ardized. but no provision had been 
made for Issuing diplomas to the coun¬ 
ty high school graduates. This was 
covered by the action and the graduates 
of the county high schools will get 
tbe same diplomas as graduates of | 
any other high schools. The action 
of the boad of education In adopting 
a uniform couse of study fo the rural 
schools was the Inost important ac-' 
tion in some time, as It means that 
the achoola of the state will teach the 
same thing, no matter whether the 
school is located in Hickman or Pike- 
ville.

It 
has been called the “baby" bat be¬ 
cause It was first made for little girls 
when (bey graduated out of bonnets 
and took on the dignity of bats built 
on a frame It Is durable and beauti¬ 
ful and may be taken apart and tbe 
materials laundered.
